For a long time it puz- 
zled even persons familiar wilh the 
Japanese, because of its pointless- 
ness. 


The American mind rebels at the 


business of killing one lone man 
with a platoon of riflemen., It is, 
say the men, a queer sensation to 
be carrying a flame thrower at the 
ready ai^d to have some yelling 
Japanese jump up directly in front 
of it, inviting the searing fire. The 
business affects Americans much 
as would a hunt for insane men. 


When Ihe Japanese Ihrows away 


Ihe rule book — and gels himself 
killed as a resull, without accom- 
plishing anything except meeting 
his ancestors, Americans 
wonder 


why. 


The only reasonable answer is 


Ihe theory-that the Japanese, like 
a blustering child, considers it of 
supreme importance to prove to 
himself lhat he is brave.

The 
business affects Americans much 
as would a hunt for insane men. 


When Ihe Japanese Ihrows away 


Ihe rule book — and gels himself 
killed as a resull, without accom- 
plishing anything except meeting 
his ancestors, Americans

Ihe theory-that the Japanese, like 
a blustering child, considers it of 
supreme importance to prove to 
himself lhat he is brave.
